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REMARKS 

This paper is submitted in response to the Office Action dated February 15, 2005. 
A request for a one month extension of time has been submitted concurrently herewith, 
along with authorization to charge Dqjosit Accoimt 23-3000 in the amount of $60.00 for 
the requisite fee. Therefore, the period of response extends up to and includes June 15, 
2005. Reconsideration and allowance of all pending claims by the Examiner are 
respectfidly requested. 

In the subject Office Action, claims 1, 5 and lO-l 1 were rejected under 
35 U.S.C § 1 12 second paragraph as being incomplete for omitting essential steps in the 
claims. In addition, claims 1-3, 5-9 and 12-15 were rejected under 35 U,S.C. § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 531 5,522 to Kauffinan et al. (KauffinanX and 
claims 26-29 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by U. S. Patent 
No. 4,080,814 to Eaton (Eaton). Furthermore, claim 4 was rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kauf&nan in view of U.S. Patent No. 
4,551,810 to Levine (Levine); claims 10-1 1 and 16-24 were rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kauffinan further in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 4,179,577 to Eley (Eley), and claim 25 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Kauffinan further in view of Eley, further in view of U.S. Patent 
Publication No. 2003/0069662 to Chebbi (Chebbi). 

Applicant respectfully traverses the rejections and assertions of Ae Office Action 
to the extent that they are maintained. Applicant has nonetheless amended claims 1, 5, 10 
and 11 and canceled claims 4 and 26-28 in deference to the Examiner and to further put 
the claims in condition for allowance. 

Claim 1 includes determining a distance value as trigonometric function of the 
desired offset and the actual degree. Because Kauffinan does not teach using a 
trigonometric function (as acknowledged on pg. 6 of the OfBce Action), the reference 
does not anticipate claim 1. 

Notably, Kauffinan does not disclose automated trig functions for the same reason 
that there is no motivation to combine it with Levine. Kauffinan is directed to a rebar 
bending device that tells user how to most efficiently bend bar in instances where the 
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bend dimensions and applicable distances are already known. Fig. 6 of Kauffinan shows 
a job card» for instance, that specifies already known distances between bends. There is 
no distance value in Kaufinan to figure out, so there is no need for an automated trig 
function. There is therefore no motivation to combine Kaufinan with Levine, 

Even if there were such a motivation, Levine still does not suggest or motivate 
automatically determining a distance value using a trig fimction. Levine only teaches an 
"involved geometrical problem** that can be solved only with manual, tedious calculations 
(coL 30, lines 44-51). Such manual calculations are time consuming and prone to error, if 
done at all. Levine consequently lays out the very problem addressed by the present 
invention. In any case, even a hypothetical combination of Levin and Kauffinan would 
only suggest calculating by hand a distance between bends and then inputting the 
manually calculated bend positions into the rebar bending machine of Kauffinan. 

As such, independent claims 1 and 16 are novel and non-obvious over the prior art 
of record. Reconsideration and allowance of claims 1 and 16, as well as of claims 2, 3, 5- 
15 and 17-25 that depend respectively fherefiiom, are tiierefore respectfully requested. 

Jn summary. Applicants respectfiilly submit that all pending claims are novel and 
non-obvious over the prior art of record. Reconsideration and allowance of all pending 
claims are therefore respectfully requested.
